League in Berlin Decides to Make Ca- 
tering a Fine Art 


The two letters: D;H.—Doctor of 
Hotelkeeping—is a degree with which 
the world will become familiar if 
plans formulated in’ Berlin yesterday 
are successfuily carried out. 

At a meeting of the executive com- 
mittee of the Internationa! Hotelkeep- 
ers’ League it was decided to establish 
a hotel academy, for educational pur- 
poses A fund of $38,500 has been 
subscfibed by the leading hotels in 
Europe toward the initial expenses 
of the scheme, The academy, which 
will probably be situated in Germany, 
will alm ‘at converting hotelkeepin«z 
from a trade into a profession and 
at educating hotel employers on the 
game scientific lines as barristers, - 
physicians and engineers who grad- 
uate at universities. .

Grain farmers of the western pro- 
vincea are being urged by experi- 
mental farm workers, farmers insti- 
tutes, livestock and farm papers to 
diversify their farming not only for 
safety aa to returns, but-as an ingur- 
ance against the time when fertility 
will be so depleted that yields of 
grain will be no longer profitable. 

Livestock is a safeguard, not 
only for the farmer, but would be a 
big factor in helping solve the car- 
shortage problem which is so acute 
every fall. Grain farmers all want 
to market their grain at the same 
tine and get the money. Sheep 
and steers can be marketed every 
day in the year, provide a safe re- 
turn and distribute the traflice for 
the transportation companies. There 
is at prerent a market in Canada for 
all Jive etock produce and for all 
kinds of smoked meats, Jard, bam 
and beacon, so that the market is 
here with good prices, As the pop- 
ulation increaces this market will 


; backs as

United States an. enotmous and 
profitable cattle Jonn business is 
done by large cattle loaning com- 
panies who get Lehind the beginner 
in the live stock business and carry 
him until the returns come in from 
lis investment. 

It is general'y supposed that the 
extremely low temperatures which 
prevail during the winter in the 
west are absolutely prohibitive of 
the eticeessful and economical 
handling of Jive stock. Asa matter 
of fact, much of_the best beef sold 
in Calgary, Edmonton and Winni- 
peg ast spring was fed out in the 
open air Jast winter with no shelter, 
except @ few buildings, and here 
and there some haystacks of very 
cheap theds. Northwest winters 
are no harder on Jive stock than the 
winters of Ontario. 

Although the Province of Alberta 
is unusually well equiped for pro- 
ducing cheaply mutton of the finest 


sheep and Jambs are each winter 
brought in from Australia and New 
Zealand, in addition to the large 
number of live sheep and Jambes 
driven across the border from 
Montana and Wyoming. 

One thing our farmers and stork 
raisers should Jearn is that the 
home market ia the best. The 
cattle embargo has combined with 
other causes to mube shipping catile 
to Liverpool_unprofitable. Indeed, 
several firms, furmerly lurge export- 
ers of cattle, have ptactically ceased 
their shipment. to, England.

¢rous other ranchmen in the west 
to take a chance on the Chichgo 
market, with the result that in 
every case, so far as kuown, the 
net prices received at Chicago were 
less than the prices the stock fwould 
have netted at Calgary, Edmonton 
or Winnipeg. Western Canadian 
pricea for beef, mutton and pork 
are regulated by supply and de- 
mand, With the west each year 
importing larger quantities of meats 
frsm Fastern Canada, the United 
States, Australia and New Zealand, 
it is obvious that prices for finished 
products in the west must be at 
least on a parity with prices for 
those products in other countries 


from which they are exported. 


This general subject will be found 


discussed at great length in the 
annual report issued by Dr. J. G. 
Rutherford, as veterinary general of 


the Dominion’. Government, which 


Was extensively quoted from and 
commented upon at the time. 


The*general subject ‘of the lang- 
uishing meat, industry of Canada 
was the‘subject of a lengthy debate 
in the House of Commons about a 


year ago, and it is a fair surmise 


that the present'governmen} intends 
in some_,way_to encourage the in- 
dustry. Unfortunately, the cold 
climate of, Western’ Canada and the 
natural desire of the new settler to 
get a quick return from his land 
and to pay for_his farm as quickly 
as possible militates‘against the in- 
dustry. In , the . end however, the 
farmer who raises some live stock 
and who feeds his frosted grain will 
come out ahead, and‘unquestionably 
the country as awhole will be 
greatly benefited by more mixed 
farming in Eastern and Western 
Canada alike. Indeed, the situa- 
tion is becoming so grave as to de- 
mand the earnest and early atten- 
tion of the Dominion and Provincial 
governments. Nothing, perhaps, 
wil accomplish so muchas a cam: 
paign of publicity and education, 
which will cony!nce the westerner 
that he will benefit himself and his 
land by raising live stock. And in 
this connection ft is to be hoped

The_lesson cannot be too strongl y 
impressed upon the farmers of the 
northwest that the growth und pros- 
perity of the live stock and meat 
business of the country depends 
upon an ample and steady supply 
of live’stock being furnished to the 
packers and butchers scattered over 
thé country.

CANNIBAL MEXICAN SNAILS 


| Species Imported Into France Said to 
be of Benefit to Market 
Gardeners 


Paris,—-A carnivorous giant snail 
‘called the glandine was imported into 
France from Mexico some six months 
ago, and at the meeting of the Acad- 
emy of Sciences Prot. Bouvier assert- 
ed that its cannibal propensities were 
conferring great benefits on market 
gardeners. The glandine feeds on 
}ordinary snall and slugs, and when it 
encounters a French snail jt thrusts 
forward its head, and, penetrating to 
the innermost recesses of the enemy's 
shell, devouis its prey alive. 

The experiment began with 100 
giant snails, and proved so satisfact- 
ory that 200 more are to he imported

THE SUNDAY SCHOOL 


LESSON 11.—FIRST QUARTER, FOR 
JAN, 12, 1913 


Text of the Lesson, Gen. Ii, 4-25— 
Memory Verses, 16, 17—Golden Text 
Gen. |, 27: Commentary Prepared 
by Rev. D. M. Stearns. 


“The central thought of this book 
is God. lts one object is to reveal 
God. In reading it our chief desire 
ought to be to know God.” These 
words | copied from a Bible in Dr. 
Andrew Murray's study in Wellington, 
South Africa, in August, 1898, and they 
jhelped me, He remarked as he saw 
{me handiing that particular Bible 
You wi'l notice that I have used that 
!copy of the Scriptures to mark in 1t 
jail the names of God, ‘That which 
!the Holy Spirit makes proiminent we 
should, and in the same proportion. 
Apply this to the book of Jouah and 
see the names Lord and God forty 
times and the fist just four times and 
make the app.ication yoursel?. 

We saw in last week's lesson the 
first section of Scriptures, the first 
name of Deity, God (or Hebrew El- 
ohim) used just thirty-five times. 
Now we have a new name, Lord God 
(Jehovah Elohim), used in this lesson 
just eleven times, and when we get 
the true meaning of the number elev- 
en we shall be surprised at the reason 
why of this. Last week we saw God 
j the Creator (Elohim) work- 
ing unhindered. Ali the significance 
we see in any name of Deity is but 
partial, for now we know only in part. 
We may always see in Elohim God as 
Creator, Jehovah ts the greatest 
names In the Bible, used about 7,009 
times, and in it we may see the Creat- 
or in special relation to man, mado 
originally in His image and to be ro- 
stored by redemption by the great 
sacrifice of the Creator becoming our 
substitute, the one who was and ‘& 
and is to be, becoming our righteous- 
hess, our peace, our siepherd, our 
health. 

In last leason we saw man, male ana 
female, made tm the image of God, 
and given dominion over all otae>~ 
creatures. In this ieseon we see these 
things more fully stated, and we are 
told how man was made and where 
placed, In verse 7 we read plainly 
that the Lord God formed man of the 
dust of the ground and breathed into 
his nostrils the breath of life, and 
man became a living soul. And to 
all the babes, the little children, who 
are neither wise nor prudent in the 
estimation of the world s scholarships, 
who recelve the word with meekness, 
this forever aett'es the question of 
how man was made, just as chapter 
i, 1, is an end of all controversy as 
to creation. 

As to man made in the image of 
God (chapter i, 26, 27), we know that 
the Son of God appeared as a man 
to Abraham, te Joshua, to Manoah and 
others, and if you can receive what 
some believe that He took humaa 
form before He made Adam matters 
are much simplified. Lesson versea 


God builded a woman, and we shail 
see the reason of this, The words of 
Adam when Eve was brought to him 
are used by Paul in reference to 
Christ and the church in Eph. v, 30- 
82, and this is indeed a great mvstery 
which might be understood, but few 
receive it. 

The first Adam and Eve fel! and 
brought ruin upon the race and the 
earth, The last Adam is the Lord 
from heaven, and tn this age of His 
rejection, in the power of his death 
and resurrection. He is by His spir- 
it bui'ding a woman, the church, His 
Eve, the redeemed from all nitions, 
and she when completed shall be 
brought to Him; there shall be a mar- 
riage according to Ps. xiv, Matt. 
xxv, Rev. xix, and He shall reign 
and she with Him till all His enemies 
shall be subdued (1 Cor. xv, 22-28). 
Lesson verses 8, 9, tell of a garden 
where everything must have been ab- 
su'utely perfect and beantiful bhevond 
anything we can imagine, with all 
trees, pleasant to the sight and good 
for food, and a river which part >d and 
became four rivers. In the m'dst cf 
the garden were two special tress, the 
tree of life and the tree of the know- 
ledee of good and evil, Of tie form- 
er they might eat freely beforo they* 
sinyed, but of the latter they were 
forbidden to eat upon pain of death. 

In these first two chapters of the 
Bible, with its Eden and garden and 
river and man in the image cf God 
and God (no doubt in human form) 
coming to walk and talk with him (iii, 
8), and neither adversary nor evi! oc- 
current we have a most fascinating 
picture, the like of which is not seen 
again till we come to Rev. xxi, xxil* 
when all ts repeated on a_ grander 
scale. So the Bidle is a great circle 
of truth carrying us from the perfect 
earth that will be when the kingdom 
comes, The former we had no part 
im. but the latter we shall enfoy with 
Him, if we are redeemed by His pre- 
cious blood. 


Concerning verse 25, “And thay 
were both naked the man and his 
wife and were not ashamed.
